over, he held the machine almost sta­ 
tionary in the air, though there was 
; such a high wind at the time that men 
bad to lie flat on the ground to keep 
from being blown off their feet.

It is on record that a schoolboy 
essay ist once solemnly stated that the 
sheep is fam ous 
for

mutton 
chops; soon an o ther can follow suit 
and tell us tha t the whale is re­ 
nowned for its cutlets, 
in Califor­ 
nia waters a whaler has been equip­ 
ped with a cannin g installation and 
expects In one voy age to pot about 
20,000 pounds of flesh of the leviath­ 
an of the deep. 
Whale, it is aver­ 
red. makes good feeding, somewhat 
rich and even greasy , but eminently 
sustaining and 011 t he whole tooth­ 
some. 
Hitherto, as soon as the 
blubber was secured and the bone 
prized 
out, the flesh 
was thrown 
away as useless 
and tha t practice 
sets up r athe r a prejudice against 
tho dish. 
It now appears, however, 
that the only reason for letting the 
flesh go adrift was the Impossibility 
of storing it ;onee tha t difficulty is 
overcome, it is expected that whale 
cutlet will be first a wonder, then a 
delicacy and finally a common item 
of diet. 
A paean of praise of fish as a uni­ 
versal article of food 
has recently 
been sung 
by Sir J a mes Crichton- 
Browne to a meeting of the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ association, held, appro­ 
priately enough, in the London Fish­ 
mongers’ Hall. 
In particular, 
he 
recommended a flsli food 
as a pre­ 
ventative of the grea t white plague, 
tuberculosis. 
It will come as revela­ 
tion to many to learn, 011 authority , 
tHat the despised bloater offers the 
largest a m o un t of nutriment 
for a 
given sum of any a nima l food, and 
that, two salt 
herring contain as 
much animal protein a s need enter 
into the daily dietary of an ordinary 
workingruan. 
A new te rro r was Indeed added to 
those to which tho sanitary inspect­ 
ors are already exposed. 
As fish 
often signalize by a trifling change' 
in the odor they em it the point when 
they have» ceased to he edible, Sir 
James proposes tha t the inspectors, 
in addition to the other tests they 
have to undergo, should be required 
to pass a nasal examination. 
Some 
men iio said, are born without’ the 
sense of smell —even 
great 
poets 
have been known to he thus afflict­ 
ed. 
The sense may be abolished by 
disease and quickened by education. 
The spectacle of the candidate tun­ 
ing ui> his olfactory organ to the 
requisite pitch will be u sight for 
gods and men. 
A new force will he* 
added to the nickname' by which the 
sanitary 
inspector Is 
even 
now- 
k n o w n —namely a “ smeller-out.” 
But to re turn to our whales. There 
is soju© doubt as to w hether tin* 
whale can or cannot 
be 
properly 
classed as fish. 
He is in much the 
same case as the crab, which some­ 
one once defined as ”a rod fish that 
walks backw ard,” whereupon those 
who were more intimately acquaint­ 
ed with the crustacean retorte d that 
he was not red, was not a fish and 
did not walk backward 
all of which 
shows the danger of dogmatism in 
definition. 
The point, therefore, has 
been raised as to whether, if y ou arc 
debarred from eating meat on F r i ­ 
day , y ou can fall hack 011 whale. 
It 
is a subtle question, and will, we 
suppose, have to he settled by the 
theologians. 
F o r our part we lean to 
the belief that, for a long time to 
come those who can have whale flesh 
during 1 iie rem ainder of th< 
will willingly dispense with it on< 
day out of seven.— Washington I’ost 


BULB PLANTING 


All during October is the great 
bulb planting time. 
Many kinds can 
be set later, especially the IHUes, and 
some gardeners have been known to 
set out tlio Uhristmas 
bulbs after 
flowering or to break the ground af­ 
ter hard freezing when a thaw sets 
in in January , but this late planting 
•s not advised. 
If y ou cannot gbt bulbs until late— 
and l i l i e s of the valley and many har­ 
dy lilitcs are not to be hail nnttl late 
November 
keep the ground tree from 
freezing by covering with four or five 
inches of litter or leaves. 
'Phis 
w i l l 
work better if coarse bagging is tirsi 
spread over the ground.

Bulbs can go in most soils, but a 
rich sandy loam is best. 
There must 
l>o no fresh manure or the bulbs will 
rot. 
It is a good plan in an old gar 
den to put a little sand in the bottom 
of the hole dug for the bulb to rest on. 
See that the beds do not hold water. 
Round the tops so the rains drain oft. 
Most beds after planting and the 
ground has frozen are benefited by a 
covering of rough manure, old leaves 
and evergreen boughs to keep it in 
place. 
If put on too early there is 
uanger of mice. 
Remove gradually in 
the spring, but do not let the covering 
remain after growth is well started. 


Bulbs may he planted In any way 
the grower desires. 
Set beds of the 
more formal sorts, as hy acinths, tulips 
ano narcissus are showy even in small 
gardens. 
Dealers make a specialty of 
this planting and when the dimen­ 
sions of the bed are given will tell the 
exact number and distance apart the 
bulbs must go. 
Oval, round, square, 
diamond and crescent shapes are pop 
ulur, and fancy scroll design» are cut 
from the sod, with several rows of 
hy acinths or tulips set therein. 
Coloring is a matter or taste, but 
care must be taken to select kinds 
that mature at the same tim< and are 
of similar heights. 
Hy acinths and tu­ 
lips are sometimes combined, but look 
hotter separately . Beds of solid color 
ihg are growing in favor.

In formal garden» and parks now 
bulbs are set in each fall; tiro old ones 
can bo transplanted after the foliage 
has y l iiovved into the beds and bor­ 
ders and allowed to grow on until 
they 
deteriorate. 
Since bulbs are 
much cheaper than when they wore 
fewer, growers dig up their hy acinths 
and tulips after ripening and dry them 
oft for another y ear’s planting, 
ir the 
apace in the beds is wanted for plant­ 
ing take up the bulbs and "heel in’’ In 
some corner of the garden until the 
foliage y ellow» and the bulbs mature, 
when they can be dried and kept in a 
cool place until the following autumn. 


if y ou do not know the definite 
depth of planting for different bulbs 
it is a good rule to cover with soil 
one and a half times their own depth. 
Hy acinth bujos should he set from 
three to four inches below the stir 
face and from six to ten inches apart. 
Tulips should go In six-inch 
holes 
and six inches apart. 
In planting oulbs for bedding make 
the holes of equal depth or the blooms 
will be irregular. 
The holy » can he 
made with a dibble or sharp-pointed 
stick; or for lied» the top lay er of 
soil can be lifted to the depth of 
week 
s e n n inches, 7m inch of sand spread 
over it and the bulbs set the proper 
distance apart, then covered with soil 
to the surface of the bed.

Much easier than formal bedding Ih 
it to set tmiba in clumps or line» in 
the hardy border, especially if flowers 
are desired for cutting. 
Many of the 
smaller bulbous flowers, like snow 
1 iatmng 
are tritelas, 
chionodoxa , 
or "glory of the snow,” make < harm 
ing edgings for hardy borders either 
atone or combined in clumps. 


A favorite method of bulb planting 
Is to scatter through W10 lawn or to 
naturalizo in out-of the way corners 
of the garden along the -borders of 
streams and at the 
b a s e of rocks. 
Scillas, crocus and snowdrops an- es­ 
pecially adapted 
to 
lawn 
planting. 
There .should he no stiffness in their 
sotting, 
A good plan is to throw a 
handful of the bulbs and whore tlioj 
fall remove the so<i, set the bulbs at 
proper distance and replace sod. 


Another method of lawn planting Is 
to have patches of color, as y ellow 
In one place, white in another, blue in 
another and again purple.
